subscribers to Block hi the San Joaquin 
•valley railroad enterprise bold a big and

the part of tho atockholderu in order 
that the Ban Francisco & San Joaquin 
valley railroad might enter at once 
upon its legal existence.

Sprcukela ebould preside. Ho was ill, 
however, and tho honor was accorded to 
John I"). Spreckels. his BOH. Tlio citi- 
•sona' committee explained that they 
had pushed forward tho work of solicit- 
ing subscriptions until tho Bums had 
reached tho figure of $2^-18,01)0. Hav- 
ing reached that point when tho ntib- 
euriptiou became binding, the committca 
had culled.the mooting for tho purpose 
of proponing articles of incorporation 
anil by-la we.
